The woman was arrested with Earl 
Manchester, one of her roomers, sev- 
eral weeks ago, after Parks was found 
shot to death. Manchester confessed 
he killed Parks when Mrs. Powers of- 
fered him $1,000 of the $14,606 she 
would collect on an insurance policy 
she held on Parks’ life.

McBride, general secretary of the 
Anti-Saloon League of America, today 
issued a statement in which he said 
the “only unfavorable major factor” 
in the prohibition situation is “the 
enormous agitation against the law in 
a section of the metropolitan press.” 

“The power of the press to magnify 
every feature, misfortune or mistake 
in connection with prohibition, out of 
all proportion to its proper relation 
toward a great national reform, is 
rather disquieting.’ his’ statement 


said. 

“Prohibition has nothing to lose by 
full and fair reporting of all facts, 
the bad as well as the good. It has so 
far survived the most intense and con- 


lic question. 
“But the very intensity of the at- 


because the people will lose faith in 
any newspaper whose methods are un- 
fair.” 

Mr. McBride said that all other 
major factors are “more favorable 
right now than for many years past.” 
His conclusions, he said, were con- 
firmed by observers with whom he had 
conferred personally in every’ state 
east of the Mississippi river since 
Easter.

Those who are thoroughly informed 
of southern life and its ¢éultural 
status before the cataclysm of the in- 
ter-states war and its ensuing chaos 
know that southern men and women 
ranked second to no other Americans

It would be easy to call a brilliant 
roll of statesmen, edito.s, magazinists, 
authors, artists, poets and scientists

Recent Ou s Are Our Worst. 

Of course, | am bound by honesty 
to admit that, judged -by present day 
examples, the old-time southern levels 
of social, ethical and political culture, 
while pure and powerful, were an- 
tiquely classical and are now archaic. 

Compared with some recent outputs 
of southern literary art, such as 
Benet’s “John Brown’s Body,” Du- 
Bose Heywarid’s “Porgy,” Julia Peter- 
kin’s prize nigger story and Miss 
Newman’s fiery novel, whose name I 
have happily forgotten, one must ad- 
mit that the works of William Gil- 
more Simms, Madame LeVert, Edgar 
Allan Poe, Richard Henry Wilde, 
Thomas Nelson Page and John Fox 
seem as unluscious as Dead Sea ap- 
ples and unfragrant as pressed flow- 
ers in a sixteenth century album. 

In the May Scribner's a northern 
man who is now a professor at the 


University of North Carolina, Profes- 
sor Jones, deprecates with some heat 
the habit of anthologists and _ his- 
torians of American life who make 
no effort to fairly discover what has 
been produced by southern culture 
and what is really the level of the 
south’s intellectual strength of today. 
The picture of the south that they 
see throngh the lenses of southern 
legends “is one of: primitivism, de-

But as the New York Times edito- 
rially remarks, “the persistence with 
which northerners misread or neglect 
the south is not likely long toe con- 
tinue’ and “the south is in a fair 
way to he readmitted into the cul- 
tural Union.”

A Region Rich In Material. 

For the creation of genuine cultural 
literature there is no region of the 
nation richer in material than the 
south. Its early settlements, its in- 
cidents of development in supplant- 
ing savagery with civilization, its 
overcoming of Spanish domination by 
Anglo-Saxon institutions of law and 
democratic government, its wealth of 
scenic splendors and its men and 
women whose lives and deeds are 
fixed jewels in the ephod of the Amer- 
ican high priesthood of history, are 
ore-mines from which native genius 
could construct a literature scarcely 
exceeded in cultural richness by that 
of any other modern nation. 

Some day, when the southern peo- 
ple are rich enough, enterprising 
enough, and self-conscious enough to 
support great publishing houses with 
literary faculties to the manor born, 
there will arise from our universities, 
sanctums and cloistered studies, men 
and women who will reproduce and 
establish the culture that once made 
southern society, letters and politics 
nonpareil in American life. 

Meanwhile we must suffer the 
crass contempt and hog-brain criti- 
cisms of such. red-light literary crea- 
tures as the Menckens, the Van 
Loons, the Sinclair Lewises and the 
potboilers for the pornographic pub- 
lishers of Manhattan Island.

| Dr. E. Stanley Ryerson, of Toronto, 
points out that gallstones are usually 
formed of series of laminated layers of 
cholesterol, bile pigment and calcium 
‘—all substances from the bile. He 
believes the laminated character of 


gallstones is attributed to periods of 
superabundant cholesterol in the blood 
and in the bile, coincident with at- 
tacks of gall bladder inflammation, 
the attacks perhaps passing as “bil- 
lious attacks,” “indigestion,” “gas” 
because they seem too mild to be call- 
ed by a more serious name. 

It is an old saying that the victim 
of gallstones is fair, fat and 40. Must 
we say she is fatuous also? If she 
has to have the doctor routed out in 
the night to subdue the “indigestion” 
or the “gas” that seems to “press upon 
the heart,” we must. Of course not 
évery victim of cholecystitis or of gall- 
stones (cholelithiasis) is fair, fat, 40, 
fatuous and belching gas. Some times 
a skinney Ike has all the symptoms 
and a successful operation—meaning 
they strike pay dirt. X-rays or no 
X-rays, it isn’t every gallstone opera- 
tion that strikes ore, I can tell you. 
In fact it is becoming increasingly 
customary fo rthe surgeon to make no 
definite promise about what he is go- 
ing to find in there. It is just like an 
oil well proposition—your prospector 
| sinks a shaft if you say the word, and 
if he strikes anything it’s yours. 

Dr. Ryerson argues that if the pa- 
tient has gall bladder ‘inflammation, 
it is advisable to try to reduce the 
amount of cholesterol in the system, 
| and the best way to accomplish this 

is by eliminating from the diet items 
that contain considerable cholesterol, 
chiefly yolk. of egg, cream, liver, 
brains, and animal fat. Besides, ex- 
cluding the items mentioned, the pa- 
tient should keep the total quantity- 
of food consumed within the limits of 
a maintenance ration, that is, take 
only sufficient food to maintain norm- 
al weight, and not enough to cause 
increase of weight. 

But that isn’t all. No, no, that’s 
there’s more bad medicine to come. 
pretty tough for those good eaters, but 
_ Having cruelly forbidden -the pa- 
tient to gorge, Dr. Ryerson next turns 
his attention to the factor of biliary 
stasis, you know, stagnation of the 
bile, sluggishness and all that. Not 
sluggish liver, please understand. The 
doctor suggests how to prevent this 
sad state of the bile. 
it. Exercise. Deplorable, isn’t it? 
But a little exercise is not nearly so 
boring as having an operation, after 
all; and I am happy to report that 
Dr. Ryerson agrees with me in ad- 


hoof every day—this is my suggestion. 
Dr. Ryerson just says walking is good. 
He advocates also breathing exercises. 
I suggest that the breathing exercise 
described in detail by Dr. Clelia Duel 
Mosher in her book “Personal Hy- 
giene for Women” (Stanford Universi- 
ty Press) will meet the indications 
perfectly. 

Finally, Dr. Ryerson recommends a 
small dose of epsom salts each morn- 
ing on rising, but not enough to pro- 
duce diarrhea. I do not second this 
motion, but I include it here because 
I am trying to describe Ryerson’s 
method.

Set the shoes to dry for a day 
or so, in the sun if possible, before 
you wear them again. At the same 
time you might mop the skin of. the 
soles with the same solution, and al- 
low it to dry before dressing. Do all 
this once a week. The strength of 
formalin solution for the purpose is 
that prepared by putting one ounce of 
the standard liquor formaldehyde in 
ja half pint bottle and -filling the bot- 
, tle with water. Keep the- formalin 
off from your fingers.

The Orient Through the Eyes. 
Of an Atlanta Newspaperman

Arrival At 


Honolulu 


The Constitution was requested by the Carnegie Foundation for 
International Peace to select a member of its staff to join representa- 
tives of eleven other American newspapers to take a trip to Japan 
and China for the purpose of studying conditions with a view of 
bringing about closer relations between these countries and the United 


States. 


Francis W. Clarke, managing editor, was assigned to make the 
trip for The Constitution, and today this paper publishes the fifth 
of a series of artieles from Mr. Clarke, which will include his trip to 
the Orient and back. His letter, which follows, is from Honolulu. 


Honolulu.—Draw a line 9,000 miles 
long from Hong Kong to the Panama 
canal and then cros& it with another 
line 4,500 miles long from Japan to 
Samoa; place at the intersection of 
the two lines the only inhabitable is- 
land in all this vast stretch of water ; 
put on this island a thriving, bustling, 
modern city of approximately 150,000 
and you have Honolulu as the Hono- 
luluans see it. 

Yery different from the popular 
idea of a tropic land of flowers, sandy 
beaches—and indolence. 

The flowers are here, in great swirls 
of color that paint the entire face of 
the island it would seem; and famed 
Waikiki is as marvelous as the songs 
say it is; but the fabled indolence is 
something that could not be found on 
this tight little isle with a fine-tooth 
comb. 

Instead there is pep—pep plus, as 
one of the members of the party of 
American newspapers being sent to 
the Orient by the Carnegie Foundation 
for International Peace, expressed it. 

You are met at hte boat with flow- 
ered garlands, as the legends go, but 
after that fact and popular fancy 
trail no further, for instead of lazily 


proceeding, under a blazing sun, to a'}- 


sandy beach where hula girls disport 
their scantily clad forms in the water, 
you are driven in a_highypowered 
limousine, through teeming streets, to 
magnificent hotels facing upon a 
beach which is lovely beyond descrip- 
tion, but from which the hula girls 
have disappeared—although in all 
frankness it must be admitted that 
their gcantinese of attire has been 
far—well, outstripped, you might say 
—by the white-skinned- beauties 
which have succeeded them, 

Hawaii, from the viewpoint of Ha- 
waiians, -is the most important and 
valuable piece of land for its size in 
all the world. Being the only inhabit- 
able island in all the vast Pacific 
ocean stretches, it gives the United 
States the only stopping place in time 
of war between our shores and those 
of an-enemy nation. 

No battleship has yet heen made 
that could make a round trip across 
the Pacific withoyt refueling, so that 
the possession of Hawaii puts Amer- 
ica in the position of being able to 
attack without an adversary’s being

: To this erossroads of the Pacific 


comes most of the trade ships that 
roam this. mighty ocean. As a result 
the docks of Honolulu hum with an 
activity which makes the _ traveler 
blink his eyes and wonder whether he 
is really in the South Seas of fable 
and song or whether he has in some 
magic way been snatched back to a 
hustling port of the United States. 

Your amazement is all the greater 
when you walk from the steel and con- 
crete dock buildings and see lined up 
at the curb rows of bright and shiny 
new automobiles—limousines, most of 
them, in the four to five-thousand- 
dollar class. Then you get into one 
of these cars and proceed through 
traffic which would do credit to 
Peachtree street. 

Picture to yourself all these shiny 
new cars pasing through streets lined 
with all the races of the world—with 
modern stores and office buildings on 
one side, on the other a_pary riotous 
with the flaming colors of semi-tropic 
plants beneath the shade of stately 
palms, while from somewhere in the 
distance soft strains of Hawaiian mu- 
sie comes from a band of more than 
50 musicians. 

That is the heart of Honolulu, 
where the bustle of a modern Ameri- 
can city has as its background all 
the alluring beauties of semi-tropical 
nature, 

How these Hawaiians boast of their 
climate! According to their version 
it is one perfect climate, with its daily 
variations of only a few degrees and 
its round-the-year range between 70 
and 80. Which is another shock to 
those story-book readers whose idea 
of Hawaii was of blistering sun rays 
beating down on s¢orching sands. 

But all the story-books—all the ad- 
vertising publicity—all the word 
painters of whatever kind—could nev- 
er do credit to the indescribable beau- 
ty of this gem of the Pacific. Bright- 
ness, exotic color, a bay, the waters 
of which are more benutiful than any 
emerald ever dared be, cet in a range 
of verdure-clad mountains whose peaks 
extend their heights into the snowy- 
white softness of the drifting clouds.

“When I started playing baseball 
with Brooklyn I had only one friend 
on the club,” said Rucker. “None of 
the other pitchers were friendly. They 
were fighting for a job and they 
thought I might take it away. The 
competition for jobs was hard and it 
a its effect on the field in harder 
play. 


“Ball players today don’t hustle as 
they did because they don’t have to. 
They aren't worried about a job. This 
is the first year they have been. There 
never has been so many good ball 
players out of a job as is the case this 
year. Baseball men everywhere are 
talking it. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

“Roy Ellam, Tommy MeMillan and 
other managers in the leagues of B. 
C and D classification, tell me that 
they have eight and ten letters and 
wires per day from good ball players 
who two years ago would have had no 
trouble getting a job. For years the 
players have had no trouble getting 
big money and good jobs. As a result 
jobs were not important. They didn’t 
care where they played. 


_ “That is all changing now. There 
isn’t a doubt about it. Within ten 
years or less I believe baseball will 
be back to a normal condition where 
jobs are good but scarce and where 
the players will be fighting and hus- 
tling to hold them. Baseball will im- 
prove as a spectach,” he concluded. 


There is ample evidence rizht at 
hand to add to that furnishec by the 
minor league managers. It is rather 
startling. 

There have been numerous players 
released outright in the Southern as- 
sociation this season in the first two 
months because they were waived out, 
unclaimed.

New York, June 9.—Atchison as-

Atchison’s advance was checked this 
week by the statement of President 
Storey: “I see no reason for capital- 
izing our surplus and I know of no 
plans for capitalizing it.” 

As soon as Atchison began to mark 
time, however, Union Pacifie assumed 
leadership of the rails, Union Pa- 
cific, like Atchison, is expected by 
speculative Wall Street to make some 
sort of special distribution to share-

Informed Wall Street believes that 
litigation between individual railroads 
and the interstate commerce commis- 
sion is highly likely before a definite 
valuation figure is agreed upon.

COTTON PROBLEMS. 


King Cotton has been challenged; 
his supremacy is threatened, perhaps. 
While Great Britain did not, achieve 
much success in growing the genuine 
article in her effort to make the em- 
pire self-supporting, she now has an- 
other card to play—a substitute fiber. 

The claims made for this fiber are 
now undergoing practical tests, but 
until its merit can be convincingly 
established greater weight must be 
given to the more immediate influ- 
ences that determine this commodity’s 
movements. 

Right now cotton is suffering more 
from a synthetic fiber that originated 
as a substitute for silk—rayon. 
Where cotton stockings were former- 
ly worn and silk remains beyond the 
reach of the purse, rayon is pre- 
ferred. Rayon dresses are growing in 
popularity. Curtains, bedspreads, and 
numberless other fields have been in- 
vaded. 

Efforts to enter even the men’s 
underwear line testify to the wide 
scope of the possibilities. Progressiv2 
weaving and knitting mills not con- 
tent with reduced business must re- 
sort to the alternative of changing 
their machinery to utilize the new 
fiber. 

The cotton manufacturing indus- 
try was already experiencing a trying 
time within its own household when 
this spectre floated in at the window. 
Capacity was in excess of the nation’s 
requirements, and the south was such 
an attractive region for new plants, 
that the very existence of many New 
England mills was imperiled. By 
weeding out the weaker units in the 
north faster than new ones open in 
the south, a readjustment is gradually 


being effected that should place the 
industry- on a less competitive an.] 
more profitable basis in a few years. 

Fluctuations in cotton prices pre- 
sent another problem to the mills. 
The new season’s supply is now the 
most important factor in the price 
trend. Shall we see another bumper 
crop as in 1926, or will boll weevil 


acreage, coupled with a clouded gen- 
eral business outlook, justifies mill 
buyers in following a cautidus policy, 
but they must watch the weather ma» 
constantly to begin accumulating if 
the crop should go bad. Speculation— 
temporarily discouraged—awaits crop 
failure or a price level low enough 
for investment,

STORY OF SLAYINGS} 


Says He Bought Laundry 
With Money Paid for 
Silence. 


Detroit, Mich., June 9.—4)—Ken- 
neth Gladeau, whose story that he 
was a witn to the Hall-Mills mur- 
-der has gained him some attention and 
may lead to a reopening of the seven- 
year case, supplied more details to- 
day to substantiate his statements. 

Gladeau, who is a federal prisoner 
in the Wayne county jail here await- 
ing examination of charges of violat- 
ing the Dyer and Mann acts, claims 
to have been me De Russey’s lane, 
near Brunswick, N. J., September 14, 
1922, when the thes. Edward Wheeler 
Hall was shot to death and his choir 
singer, Mrs. Eleanor Mills, was slash- 
ed across the throat. Gladeau even 
has produced the knife which he says 
was used to kill Mrs. Mills. 

Investigators here questioned the 
prisoner concerning disposal of the 
$3,000 which he said he was paid as 
hush money. Gladeau said he went 
from New Brunswick to New York 
city and from there to Leavenworth, 
Kan., where he purchased a laundry. 

Gladeau accounted for his presence 
in the lane the night of the double 
slaying by saying he was hiking from 
Kansas to Vermont to visit an aunt 
in Burlington, Vt. Local investigators 
have received word from Mrs. Emma 
Blaise, of Burlington, to the effect 
that she answered an advertisement 
placed by Gladeau in a Kansas City 
newspaper that she heard from him 
but did not know anything about him. 

Detroit authorities have been skep- 
tical of Gladeau’s story, declaring that 
since his arrest, May 2, he has given 
them “tips” cone erning other crimes 
io has shown considerable imagina- 

ion.

EGYPTIAN RULER 


Berlin, June 9.—(4)—Berlin is all 
dolled up to receive King Faud, of 
Egypt. As on the occasion of the 
visit of King Amanullah, of Arghan- 
istan, 16 months ago, the principal 
streets along which ‘President Von 
Hindenberg will conduct the royal 
guest to his place of abode are gayly 
decorated with Egyptian and German 
flags.

declared in a letter to members of 
the United States senate, made pub- 
lic today, that continued free entry 
of the fuel means wrecking of the 
American coal producing industry. 

Speaking in behalf of the Miners 
Union, Mr. Lewis requested the sen- 
ate and house of representatives to 
provide for such tariff on oil in the 
tariff bill pending in congress. This 
action, he wrote, “will aid very great-

“Consumption of many millions of 
tons of coal,” Mr. Lewis continued, 
“has been displaced by the use of 
oil produced in the United States.

However, the stiff opposition which 
broke forth yesterday in the senate to 
the debentures farm legislation leaves 
the outcome doubtful. 

Leaders of the group favoring de- 
bentures, however, were determined to! 
overthrow the administration’s move 
for approval of the farm bill until 
the house has voted on their proposal 
and they claim the outcome in doubt. 


Robinson Cafis Meeting. 


Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, has called a party 
meeting for tomorrow at which an ef- 
fort wil) be made to keep intact the 
almost solid membership which voted 
originally for debenture and the indi- 
cations were that the republican in- 
dependent group likewise had shifted 
only slightly from its position in fa- 
vor of the plan.
